IT takes a "Jimmy" these daya to break Into the United States navy as a 
plain, ordinary seaman; a stick of dynamite is necessary to get in as an 
apprentice or yeoman. The navy department and its recruiting Stations have 

"waiting lists" containing hundreds of 




names of young, husky youtllS 

f ring" to go to sea. 

The full, active membership of tho 
navy Is limited by law to ril.fiOO men, 
and there aro that many enlisted men 
now on tfie pay rolls For the lirst 
time F.in<e the Civil war the full <|Uota 
of men allowed by law has been en- 
listed. 

The bars as to fitness have not been 
let down, and no men with physical 
or mental defects have been enltated. 

but there has been good advertising. The tales of the cruises and the details 
of the chances (or obtaining an education, sent out in pamphlet form, have 
swelled the ranks so that the bars had to be put up. 

The greatest nnmlwr of monthly enlistments, except In war time, was 
mad* in A* laat six months since Secretary' Daniels began his revolutionary 
reforms in the navy. 

Perhaps the chief cause for the great influx of fine, hardy young men into 
the naval service in the laat few montlu was the recent Mediterranean cruise 
of the great Atlantic fleet. 

This cruise was a reRular pleasure trip for the yo\ing seamen, and It was 
intended that it kIiouUI he such by the navy deiiartiuenl. Ijonn slDp.s were 
made at all the jirincipHl oilit's on the .\lediti rranean, whore shore 1. .i\e w.is 
given. At tho different seaports the American sailors Were entertained in | 
lavish style by naval and olvlc organisations, and in svsry way shown a gen- 
eral good time. 

Tales of cruises contained In letters h' Iii li.Kk to friends from foreign 
ports also fire the imagination of young friends "back home." For instance, 
the recruits at the Chicago training station were recently sent overland to 
Premerton, Wash. They were allowed a stopover at Yellowstone parlt, and 
otber Interesting places Soon after arriving at liremerton they were assigned 
to the cruiser New Orleans, which sailed (or Mexican waters. On its trip 
•outh the cruiser stopped at Ban Franelsoo, wliere shore leave was given to 
tlM youngsters. Now it is rsportsd that as soon u the ^esican trouble is 
settled the New Orleans will aail for the Orient 



U. S. Department of Agriculture Rec- 
•mmends Former as the More Val- 
uable Prize for Youthful Mem- 
bare «f ths Farming Clubs. 

Washington, D. C— The department 
of agriculture recommends that in 
place of a trip to Washington the 
young prize-winners of the Corn, Can- 
ning and Foultry and other afiricul- 
j tural clubs be piven a year's courso 
I in practical trainiiiK at some ugricul- 
tural college, in case the young cham- 
pion's academic training ^ould not 
enable him to enter the agricultural 
eoilege of his state, a more elt:nit ntary 
course in a school where agriculture 
is Uught or a course In aa agrlcul- 
tunl k2gh school is recommended. 

The department considera that auch 
courses have considerably more last- 
ing value for prize-winners and for the 
agriculture of I heir st'ctloiis than fly- 
ing triiiri to the capital 'I'lie state and 
looal or(4ani/.:itioiih which have been 
payltii; for these trip:* liuve lieeii sin- 
cerely interested In develcpiiiK a true 
appreciation of farmiug as a business 
among the boy and girl farmers. 
Some of thcRo nave already consid- 
ered thla question and have decided 
on the agricultural course as the more 
desirable prize.

Discuss the Increasing Scarcity of Army Horses 

THBRB has been recently a discussion going on among the army and navy 
men on the increasing soareity of army horses. -The army auartermasters, 
who have to do with the purcdiasing of horses for military establlahments, say 

that thero is really an alarming scar- 
city of good animals. Of course, it is 
well known that tbe war department 
Is mors or less hamperod by the fact 
that eongress 'has not appropriated 
snfllcient money to suable the quarter- 
master's department to aequlre horses 
in yufflclent number to supply sll the 
mounted commands. Consequently 
there Is a shortago In horses caused 
by tho distribution of troops on the 
border and elsewhere and by the in- 
crease of war strength of troops serv 
ing abroad. There are not enough horses now to supply the commands at 
peace strength. 

If there were to come an emergency callliiK for a large number of horses 
the war department would have great dilUculty In getting them. It Is said 
that one reason tor the scarcity of horses is the falling off of the product 
of those who are raising horses It Is uuofUclully declared that the Increased 
•SO of stttomobiles has hud its Influence on tbe rearing of horses, despite the 
asssrtions to the contrary. 

The motor truclis also seriously alfect tbe market for draft animals^ut 
tbat baa to. do mostly with the mule, so far as tbe army Is concerned, ^he 
mule will always hp a necessity, despite tbe improvement whleh has been 
BUiAs In the motor trucks.

PROPER PRUNING OF GRAPE VINES 
ESSENTIA L TO YIELD AND QUALITY 

Ordinarily at Least Two-thirds of the Wood May be Cut 
Away With Safety^Tralninfl According to« Suih 
light and Air System Is Necessary

The grape la oaa af the oldest and 
most widely growa ol. oar eultivatad 
fruits. Because of the hardiness of 

tbe fruit and the readiness with which 
It adapts itself to different localities. 
It is to be found in all parts of the 
world. Nearly every farm, and city 
home as well, bas a fevv vines of some 
favorlie variety phiiitcil ahout the 
premiiies. W'liile l)le^^o vines produce 
fruit every year, nevertheless tiiey are 
a source of dlRaiipolntmont to the 
owner because tbe fruit is not as good 
as he would like to have it 

Aa oxamlnatioa of each a viae often 
talis tha raaaoB for the failure. Grapes

are vlgoroua growers aad tha ordi- 
aary Tlaa is latt too full of wood. In 
tha ttoraat whara tha grape grows wild 
oTor tha traaa one can not help but 
notice the diatence which the fruit Is 
located from the main trunk. The 
neglected vine presents a c(mdltlon 
very similar to the wild one in the 
fore.it. The vine In the forest alms 
to i)roduco fruit in order to perpetuate 
itself and the neglwied vine to a 
lesser degree is doing likewise. 
Pruning Requisite To Vlald. 
Whea left unpruned only a amall 
amount of fmlt Is borne at the ex- 
treniiUeK of tha brant'hes. To produce 
quality of frulf of any kind it is mccn- 
sary that the plant be pruned and 
kept In bounds. Otherwise the amount 
of wood will become so great liiat all 
i/t the plant food will be used in keep- 



bleeding Is rather datrlmaatat to tha 
plant. It Is not aa bad aa aoma paopla 

think it Is. 

There are a great many aystaou 
used in pruning the grape, but most 
of them depend on the annual remov- 
ing of tbe wood that bore that seasuo. 
Double KnIffIn Methad. 
Tha following M a daaeriptloa of oaa 
method kaowa aa tha Double KailBa. 
Thia method has given splendid re- 
sults at the Kentucky Experiment Sta- 
tion Farm. 

The vine Is allowed to grow at will 
the flrst sea.son. After the season's 
growth Is over the vine Is cut back, 
leaving only two or three buds near 
tbe ground. From these buds two 
shoots arc permitted to grow tho sec- 
ond season. At this time the vine 
should be trelllsed. Two posts are 
placed firmly in the ground abou^ four 
feet from the vine each way. Conneet 
tha paste by two haary wires, ona 
wlra two aad a half feat high, the oth- 
er Are faat high. If tha growth made 
tha aacond saaaon Is satisfactory, ona 
of the shoote from the buds referred 
to may grow uatil It reaches the low* 
ar wlra aad tha other the top wire. 
PlncMng Off TIpa. 
When the wlra la reached the tip 
should ba pinehad olt ao aa to cause 
tbe ftirmatloa of lateral braaches. 
These lateral braaches should be ar* 
ranged ao that they will travel along 
tho wires la both directions. At the 
end of the second season these lateral 
branches should he cut boik so that 
I there are not more than three or four 
I buds to earli. I'tie young uboots thai 
I are to bear tlie fruit will hang down 
: from these buds. If these shoots be- 
come too long it is a good i)laii to 
j>lnch them off and thus allow tbem 
to bear only one or two branches for 
a season or two. The following spring 
cut tha four old oanea back to the 
young canes aear tha trunk aad tie 
to tha wire la the aama manner as 
tha previous season. This method 
should be kept up every year. As the 
I vine grows older tbe number of buds 
left upon the bearing canes -may be 
in< reabed from year to' year.

Many growers neglect to prune their ' 
vinea baoause they do not underataad 
the proper way to go about this work. 
The terms pruning and training are 
often c-oufuslng. Crapes are pruned 
in order to reduce the amount of wood, 
to limit the production of fruit, and to 
1.1 ip the vine In <ontrol so that It 
may be easily nisnaKod. The object 
In training Rra;ic.-* is to arraii^;e the 
vine according to some dclinite sys- 
tem so that the air and sunlight may 
reach the fruit readily^- 

Twenty Buds Enough. 

Mefore starting out to prime ,i Hiajie 
vine one should lemember ttiat the 
fruit is Ixiriie un slimin t)f thtt present 
season w liii h dewKip from buds 
born(> on last sca.'Diis canes 'I'he 
important point In grape pruning is to 
remove a large amount of wood so as 
to limit tbe number of buds. Ordi- 
narily at laaat two-thirds of a vine 
may ba aafaly cut away. Usually not 
more thaa twenty buds should be left 
after the operation of pruning is com- 
pleted, la removing the cane^ try and 
remove the weaker oaes and leave the 
stronger ones. 

Grapes m.iy he pruned any time aft- 
er the leaves droji until the bud.-i start 
to swell, 11 inuMHiK i» iieKleeted too 
long aud is theu dune aCicr buds start 
to swell, the vine will bleed. While

Study Should be Mads of Companion 
and SucccM'on Crops and a Definite 
Plan Be Followed In Putting Out

At this liiue of the year we begin 
to get seed cataloKs with pretty pic- 
tures and describing new vegetables 
that we have never tried to raise.

Hi'arce- 
ly a fmlt can be named where mora 
good fruit, which means pleasure and 
profit, can be so easily gattaa from 
the same sised plot 

As regards (yrtiliser, none bettor 
than good manure can be recommend- 
ed. Por such crops as lettuce where 
a quiok'leafy growth la dealrad. a very 
light sprinkling of nitrato of aoda at or 
Juat after planting time, will be found 
beneficial.

A St. Louis merchant tailor has taken the pains 

1o niialyzf tlu' TmifV its it iilTfcts liis i);irticnliir 
business, and to show how great a reduction there 
would be in the cost of a suit of cidthes under the 
Demoemtio contention that a lessening of duties 
means a oorrcspondint^ dccrfasc in jiricc of neops- 
saries ot iile. lie chooses as ua e.\amplc an ordi- 
nary suit of woolen cloth for which he would charge 
a customer !^X>. The cloth woulil tost ^'.iJiO per 
yard, and three and a fhird yards woidd he requir- 
ed, making the outlay for the material .-iilLUli. De- 
dnoting the duty would reduce this to i|t9.2M), a sav 
ing of $2..'i"{ On the triuimings, if iniporfed, then 
would be a further saving of U7 cents, making Utu 
aggregate reduction in the cost of the suit $3. And 
this, adds the tailor, would be no no small that it 
would hfirdlv lif Morth notinR - in (ilhcr words, h 
would charge just about the same fur the suit as he 
would have done had there been no Tariff revision. 
There is little doubt that this will lie tlx- I'ourse gen. 
erally pursued, and there is slitrlil pi ohiiliiiity of 
tailors' bills being smaller beeaUNe duties have been 
cut. But there is another and very important side 
to the matter. If is a fact that good sniis nf ex 
cellent American cloth, can bo and are made and 
sold for far less than the "average " price named 
by the St. Louis tailor for his impoited material

DSVILOPHENT OF SIAglDB RESORTS. 

For many years the nations of continental Kurope 
have given consideration to the development of 
seaside resorts. Americans rarely stop to realise 

the e.xteni t(» wliieh thi' iiossildiit i.'s of thesi' nunu-r- 
ous localities along an extended and varie^l coast- 
line have been recognized and developed abroad 
with a combination of business tact and hygienic 
'insight. In this country the exploitation of the 
seashore has been left largely to ehauce. The num- 
ber of seaside resorts in Prussia has grown from 31 
in 1880 to int; at the present time; in Germany as a 
whole, with its comparatively small coast line, there 
are today 184 localities in which ihe possibilities of 
the seaside are publicly developed in some degree. 

The Rood that is act'omplished in the way of pro- 
moting health, enjoyment mid reeoveiy from dis- 
ease by the modern development of the seaside as a 
jtUmatic and institutioual agency is undoubted. One 
wonders, says The Journal of the .\nierican Med- 
ical Association, whether there is not a far greater 
opportunity for the devAopment of some of our 
own natural coast resources for the puhlie welfare 
than has been assumed heretofore. 'I'he aim should 
always be to reach every group of our pojmlation, 
M that the less favorably situated as well 
as the more (.pnlent might reap at low 
cost the advantages which a "favornble cli- 
matic location has '^-ouehsdfed E\en if the 
seashoie hobby were worshipped like a fetish, 
it could do little else than f,'ood ; for wh.itever en- 
courages the outdoor life of our peoph- amid a hy- 
gienic environment is likely to be wholesome.

( onfor with anyone outside. The classiflcation shows 
that !X)7 of the pupils {^referred education pictures. 
Western or comedy scenes appealed strongest to 
735; comedy to :{ti4 ; drama to i;W. Sixty-three pu- 
pile frankly confessed that they favored crime i>ic- 
turea and 156 pupils declare<l they did not attend 
picture shows. The 2.'(»!4 pupils questioned were 
in the fifth, sixth, seventh and eighth grades. In 
the higher grades the vote ran largely for eduea; 
tional films while in the lower prades the preforeneif 
mainly was fur cowboy pictures. The latter class of 
F)ictures, however, had many dovotoos in the higher 
grades. 

I'referenees f(>r educational lilriis were cyjilained 
by such aiwwers as these: "Hecausc when we 
study our history we have a clear picture of what 
we are talking abonf." "Hecausc you can learn 
(piickcr from m<)vinK jticKres than from hooks." 

If .schools had moviuK pictures about their les- 
sons the children M'ould pay a great deal more at- 
tention than to l.n.,|;s. ' "Because it helps me and 
i can pass through my grade." 

Most of the boys were antagonistic to love-mak 
ing scenes, but many of the girls asserted that they 
liked such |iie1uris I.esf One hoy jrav.' as his 
choice the pictures about "Harry K. Thaw, who 
got put in prison for murder. " Another hoy iu in- 
dicating his preference for comedy wrote: "If a 
person goes to a show lie ffoi-s to lau^h and not to 
cry, for he has so mauy troubles at his home. ' 

On the whole the showing was rather favorable 
to the better classes <>\' piet nn s Ihouirh some of the 
replies indicated tliat the intluem-e of the "movies" 
waa not altogether good.
